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NANDA CUP PREVIEW 


The draw for the Second Round of the Nanda Cup has thrown up some interesting encounters, with games in 
five different cities making it a truly national competition. 

The round kicks off with two games on Anzac Day, April 25, as Sydney City tackles Newcastle Rosebud and 
Brisbane City hosts Melita Eagles. 

Sydney City eliminated fancied Sydney Croatia in the first round of the Cup by the decisive margin of 3-0, and 
just to show it was no fluke, beat the same team again in Round Three of the League, so the Slickers must fancy 
their chance of coping with the Newcastle challenge. 

Newcastle disposed of Belmont Swansea in the first round, but has struggled somewhat in the League since, 
although the draw against Apia Leichhardt in the third League round could be a sign of better things to come. 

The other match on Anzac Day, at Spencer Park, sees Brisbane City taking on NSW State League side Melita 
Eagles. Eagles knocked out Ipswich 3-2 in the first round, but will find City a tougher proposition. Brisbane City, 
boosted by import Kieron Cooper from Irish club Bray were too strong for home town rivals Lions in the first round, 
beating them 2-1, with Cooper showing his coolness in a crisis by converting a penalty in the last minute. 

The remaining six matches of the Round will be played on Sunday April 27, and the pick of them all should be 
the all Adelaide clash at Hindmarsh. 

Adelaide Hellas grabbed the headlines during the close season with a determined foray into the transfer market, 
snapping up first Socceroo Charlie Yankos from Heidelberg, then another Socceroo Robbie Dunn from Preston. 
Coach Neil McGachey didn't stop there, either, he also imported former Glasgow Celtic star Brian McLaughlin to 
add some class to his midfield. 

By contrast, Adelaide City assumed a very low profile indeed, with their only signing of note being Gary Higgins, a 
defender from Rothmans League champion Salisbury United. City changed coaches too, Zoran Matic taking over 
from Edmund Kreft. ; 


But it was City that grabbed the headlines when it came to the nitty-gritty of actual League competition, 
particularly with that 7-1 trouncing of Footscray. Adelaide Hellas must have been disappointed with its start, losing 
its first two home games to unfancied Sunshine George Cross and then Preston. 

The two clubs avoided each other in the draw, Hellas disposing of Salisbury 3-0 with Robbie Dunn, in his first 
game, coming on as a striker and causing havoc in the Berries defence. 

City had to travel to Perth where they downed Sterling, but only by penalties after extra time and a scoreline of 
#4, 

League honours were even last year, each club winning at home, and the Adelaide soccer public, appetites 
whetted by the new signings should roll up in their thousands for what promises to be a rip-roaring encounter 
between the traditional rivals. 

In Sydney, there is a double-header at St. George Stadium, with Cupholder Sydney Olympic pitted against 
Wollongong at 4 p.m., preceded by St. George V Blacktown at 2.00 p.m. 

Olympic sailed happily through its first round encounter with Apia Leichhardt and the scoreline of 6-0 tells it all. 
Wollongong had to overcome spirited resistance from NSL newcomer Canterbury-Marrickville who equalised twice, 
before running out the winner 3-2. 

The other close-season big spender, Blacktown proved too good in its first round match for State League West 
Woden Juventus, with new signings Joe Carroll, Peter Denyer and Tony Brennan alt playing a big part. 

St. George provided the upset of the first round by beating Marconi 2-0 after it had lost to the same opposition 
0-3 in the final of a pre-season competition only three days before. 

There’s a double-header in Melbourne too, with South Melbourne meeting State League champion Croydon 
City in the first game, and Footscray and Heidelberg clashing in the second. 

Croydon City, known affectionately to one and all as ‘Dad's Army’ disposed of Green Gully very effectively to 
the tune of 3-0 in the first round, but will find South Melbourne a tougher proposition. However, there's possibly 
even more experience in the Croydon line-up than in South's, and given South's shaky start to the League season, 
plus Croydon’s habit of providing upsets, this game is far from being a sure thing for the NSL side. 

Footscray survived a torrid encounter with Sunshine George Cross in the tirst round, eventually running out the 
winner 9-8 on penalties after a player from each side was sent off. 

Heidelberg has lost several experienced players during the close season, but coach Brian Garvey seems to 
thrive on adversity, and after all, the Bergers did reach the final of the Buffalo Cup. This should be a very close 
encounter. 

Melbourne's other survivor from the first round, classy Melbourne Croatia, travels to Canberra and on the wide 
open spaces of the National Sports Centre will give the Canberra fans a rare treat. 

Croatia disposed of Brunswick Juventus in the first round with a late goal and Canberra Olympians will find 
them a very slick combination if they fail to bottle up midfielders like Josip Biskic, Jim Campbell, Luka Bonacic and 
Ante Ljubic.
